_ MOST FAVORED 


Prince George-Atlan Lake 
Route Is Recommend- 
ed By Commission 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—Repre- 
sentative Magnuson (Dem., Wash- 
ington), chairman of the Alaska 
international highway commiss- 
fon, announced yesterday the com- 
mission had recommended to the 
British Columbia -Yuhon -Alaska 
highway commission of Canada 
the selection of a route from 
Prince George to the Allan Lake 
section of Alaska. 


He said this route, known as the 
middle route, would tap the interior 
of Alaska Panhandle and be pre- 
ferable to ihe eastern route going 
farther north through Dawson, 

The action was taken, Magnuson 
said, at a joint meeting of the com- 
missions in Ottawa last week. He 
said the Canadian commission hed 
no preference for either of three 
routes proposed and agreed to sub- 
mit to its government the recom- 
mendation of the American com- 
mission. 

The chairman said a coast route 
had been discarded because of bad 
snow conditions, 

Magnuson sald reports would be 
made to Congresa and the next 
step would be for the United 
States government to notify Can- 
ada it was ready to proceed and 
work out financial details if the 
highway were approved. 

The representative said the road 
would cast approximately $25,000,000. 


ONTARIO HAS 
PLANS TO TAX 
CORPORATIONS 


Higher Rates Sought To 
Bolster Province’s 
Finances 


TORONTO, Feb. 1. — Premier 
Mitchell Hepburn, ag provincial 
treasurer, moved yesterday to 
bolster Ontario's financ'sl posi- 
tion both in the current fiscal 
year and in the one to begin 
April 1 next. Corporations were 
the target. 

In a surprise move, anticipating 
the budget announcement of higher 
taxation, Attorney-General Gordon 
Conant seconded by the premier, 
brought into the legislature a mea- 
sure to amend the corporation tax 
act and to make the higher rates 
effective in the amendment retroac- 
tive. 

The basic change is an increase 
of three per cent in the tax payable 
on net income by all ordinary cor- 
porations. The increase is to apply 
to all companies whose financial 
years ended between December 31, 
1938 and November 1, 1939. This 
retroactive feature means that the 
premier expects the tax to yield 
considerable in current revenue for 
the present fiscal year 

The premier budgeted for $19,- 
000,000 from the corporation tax 
on the basis of the old rate, two 
per cent. The increase to five 
per cent for 10 months may bring 
him another $5,000,000 revenue. 

The bill provides for a one- 
quarter increase, also retroactive, 
on taxes payable to the province in 
respect of income by insurance 
companies, railways, telegraph 
companies, banks, telephone com- 
panies, express companies and car 
companies. All these corporations 
in the act are dealt with separately 
from the class of general corpora- 
tions

Even his neighbors is Boston, where he has 
lived all his life, did not know very much about 
Francis A. Countway, whose salavy-and-bonus 
compensation of $469,713 for 1938 made him 
America’s biggest wage-earner. No one remem- 
bered having ever seen his picture in the local 


papers. He seldom attended 
BIG DIVIDENDS, any civic functions, though 
LITTLE TALK he made, and still makes, 


donations to various charities. 
As head of Lever Bros., he sanctions the sperd- 
ing of millions of dollars to advertise its soap 
products, but never a cent to advertise hiinself. 
When reporters asked him for an interview to 
tell the world how it feels to make so much 
money, he refused. 

“I've always avoided personal publicity or 
anything of that kind,” he said. “This thing is 
merely of temporary interest, It will all be for- 
gotten tomorrow.” 

Countway is much more than a high-paid 
individual: he is a bit of a philosopher. Per- 
fectly satisfied with his job and the money it 
pays, he knows no good can come from chatter- 
ing about himself. As long as he doesn’t say 
anything publicly, few can ever know how 
much brains he has. A capacity for silence may 
even earn him a reputation for wisdom. 

While other business leaders have become 
involved in front page squabbles, with ultimate 
loss to themselves and their companies, Count- 
way has hung on to his soap and used it as a 
Lever to lift him to the best paying job in the 
United States.

Remember Mr. Coster? About a year ago, 
the late F. Donald Coster-Musica got tied up 
in a big business scandal, But the drug firm 
of McKesson and Robins Inc., which was in- 
volved in the trouble due to Coster, made four 
million dollars last year. And this is due in part 

at least to the little man whose 
ECHOES OF intrigues formed a 24-hour sensa- 
MR. COSTER tion. It’s a strange story, with a 

happy ending. When he first 
decided to make himself a power in the drug 
business, Coster found local wholesalers stand- 
ing in his way. Making a virtue out of neces- 
sity, he hit upon a scheme whereby his dreams 
of ambition might be satisfied without injury 
to these men. 

To simplify inheritance tax problems, Coster 
suggested that these local firms should become 
branches of McKesson and Robbins, with their 
owners taking their equities in the form of 
stock, and still keeping the management in their 
own hands. 

Thus Coster built up his company, but when 
the scandal came, most branches were being 
run by respected business men, and the blow 
which shattered Coster did not break McKesson 
and Robbins.

Kighty-five years ago today (February 1, 
1855), the post office of the Province of Canada 
which had only recently come into being by the 
long-deferred granting by the British post- 
master-general of autonomy to the North Am- 
erican colonies, began the registration of mail 
matter. Long previous to this time, there had 
been a practice of entering money letters on 
letter bills accompanying the mails, but as re- 
ceipts were not given to those posting such let- 
ters, nor taken from those to whom they were 
delivered, the practice was defective as a meas- 
ure of safety. Under the regulation of i855 re- 
ceipts were given and taken, the charge being 
two cents. 

The greutest advantage the post office was 
enabled to extend to the public during this 
period was due w the opening of railway Lines.

Post-War Civilization 

Obviously speaking with the approval of his 
government, Lord Lothian insists that an Allied 
victory must result in the creation of a new 
world organization of which an essential aspect 
must be some system of federalism for Europe. 
How that great aim is to be carried out is not 
yet clear. Before it can be carried out, many 
dark days and months may have to be lived 
through. Lord Lothian is himself of the opinion 
that by next spring Hitler will jaunch a terrific 
land, air and naval attack on the Allies. But he 
looks beyond this and properly asks whether 
this country also is concentrating attention on 
the post-war world and what it proposes to con- 
tribute to a civilization in which, as President 
Roosevelt emphasizes, isolationism is impossible. 
—Washington Post, 


Making Discoveries 

It is impossible to avoid concluding that since 
that original aggression (against Poland), some- 
thing has occurred to alter French and British 
calculations as respects Russia. For one thing, 
those governments must be by now much less 
anxious than formerly over the extent of econ- 
omic aid Russia can give Germany, no matter 
how friendly the two countries may become. 
They well may be less fearful also of the kind 
of military aid Russia could give, if she would. 
Or they may be convinced that—as the British 
have appeared to suspect from the beginning— 
real collahcration is impossible for these two 
nations, whose interests clash so radically in the 
Balkans and in the Baltic. Whatever the reason, 
the new indifference of the Allies to Russia's 
enmity seems to reflect growing confidence in 
their own military and diplomatic situation — 
Detroit News. 


The Drama of It 


The second World War has come closer to 
the American people. It no longer can be 
regarded as an event occurring exclusively 
abroad. Vastly improved facilities of reporting 
its ghastly progress have brought it into prac- 
tically every home in the United States. Millions 
of our citizens are following each successive 
development of the struggle in the press. 
Recently they heard by radio eye-witness 
descriptions of the destruction of the Graf Spee 
at Montevideo. News reels, showing the bomb- 
ing of Helsinki are being shown in loca] theatres. 
Camera studies of battles on land and sea, taken 
from planes flying over the scenes of conflict, 
have been reproduced in the weekly picture 
magazines. Wirephotos of especially important 
incidents are appearing in the newspapers. The 
whole heartrending tragedy is being chronicled 
as nothing of the same character ever was be- 
fore.—Washington Star. 


New Financing Plan 

One of the results of the recent war loan was 
to show that thousands of small income Cana- 
dians wanted to participate in the economic 
sphere of the war by contributing whatever 
Savings they might have to the national effort. 
But even the $50 units in which that loan was 
issued did not permit many of them to share. 

Consequently, the announcement from 
Ottawa, made by Dominion Treasurer Ralston, 
that some smaller unit will be made available 
is very welcome. Mr. Ralston said that some 
kind of small bond unit or perhaps saving 
certificate would be devised which the small 
income individual could purchase from week to 
week or month to month in very small amounts. 

The Star-Phoenix has often urged that this 
method of financing be used more extensively 
than it is, in peace as well as in war. It affords 
the person with a small but regular income to 
Save at a somewhat more profitable rate than 
can be obtained from savings accounts. It 
spreads the public debt over a vastly larger 
number of persons, makes them conscious of 
their part in the national stake and creates an 
understanding of public finance. It would make 
a much larger proportion of the population 
aware of what public expenditures involve and 
how freak schemes endanger savings. 

It is to be hoped that when Mr. Ralston has 
designed the new way of making use of Cana- 
dian savings it will be simple and direct. There 
are plenty of models on which to draw. Britain 
has a savings certificate plan in operation, has 
used it for many years, and the United States 
has a system of baby bonds which may be 
purchased at any post office. There should be 
no difficulty designing a system.—Saskatoon 
Star-Phoenix,.

At the present time there are a! 
number of butter substitutes which 
are available, and which are sold 
under the terms “oleomargarine”| 
and “margarine.” Due to economic 
Stress, many families have switched} 
from the use of butter to the use 
of one of these popular butter sub-| 
stitutes. Just the other day one of 
my patients was telling me that her| 
family has started to use oleomar- 
garine and have found it very sat- 
isfactory. She had not tried a but-! 
ter substitute of this sort for the! 
past 15 years and stated that in her} 
opinion there has been a great im-| 
provement in the product and that 
the taste is much more agreeable 
than she remembered it. | 

Dietitians have been aware that 
butter substitutes are cheaper than 
butter, but have felt that the vita- 
min A content of the butter made 
it nutritionally superior to oleomar- 
garines. This latter objection has 
been removed in the case of at least 
One nationally advertised butter 
substitute, which has been fortified 
with the vitamin. 

The usua! butter sub-titutes are 
made from a large variety of oils, | 
including those from nut, animal| 
and vegetable sources. The “oleo” 
part of the word “oleomargarine” 
This is a yel-| 
low oil of a buttery consistency, | 
which comes from certain animal] 
fats. It is expressed, for example,| 
from a high grade of beef tallow, 
with the greater part of the solid 
fat being left behind. This oleo oil 


| is used in manufacturing oleomar- 


garine 
In the ordinary type of oleomar-|

garine I understand that these ante 
mal fats are mixed with vegetable 
ats. 

The nut margarines are. mixures 
of vegetable oils, with cocoanut oil 
being used as a base. 

Generally speaking, the butter 
substitutes offer the same fuel value 
as butter, and are easily digested 
by the body. 

Usually these products are sold 
uncolored, and the coloring mate- 
rial is afterwards mixed in by the 
housewife. Such products are just 
as wholesome when left white, but 
the coloring makes them more 
pleasing to the eye. 

The government exercises a care- 
ful supervision over the manufac- 
ture of all margarines and there is 
little reason why a family wishing 
to economize can not use margar- 
ines instead of butter. When this 
step seems advisable, however, I 
suggest that other foods rich in vita- 


|min A be used freely in the diet to 


make good the vitamin A which 
would otherwise be obtained from 
butter. When a vitamin-fortified 
butter substitute is used, this pre- 
caution is unnecessary. 

When the family is large, or the 
family income low, the expense of 
butter may seem prohibitive, and in 
such circumstances one way to ad- 
just the family budget is to use one 
of these wholesome butter substi- 
tutes,

Although only 76 years of age, 
“Pete” Tompkins had lived a life 
of adventure into which had been 
packed more thrills than the 
average, Born at Ottawa, Ont., on 
December 10, 1863, he came west 
to Winnipeg in July, 1879 when 
only 16 years of age. At that time 
he was in the employ of the 
Indian department of the federal 
government, and stayed in that 
service until 1907. During the 
intervening years he was sent 
still further west and was sta- 
tioned at various times at Carlton 
Lake, Duck Lake, Onion Lake, 
Battleford and Saddle Lake In- 
dian Reserves, 

His first trip west was made by 
river from Winnipeg, down the Red 
River to Lake Winnipeg, and then 
down the Saskatchewan to Muskeg 
Lake near Prince Albert, In 1880 
he was transferred to the Indian! 
Reserve at Duck Lake as assistant 
farm instructor, making the trip by 
ox-cart, and it was while at this 
point that he was made prisoner by 


; Louis Riel in the rebellion of 1885. 
| At that time he made his escape 


with the aid of Mary Dion, pretty 
young Indian daughter of a famous 
chief, whom he married later at 
Poundmakers Reserve near Battle- 
ford, 


AT RIEL’S TRIAL 

When Riel was captured, Pete 
Tompkins was a witness at the trial 
at Regina which resulted in Riel 
being condemned to death and} 
being hanged for his share in the| 


massacres during the ill-fated re- 
bellion, 

Following the trial Tompkins 
wintered at Onion Lake, making!

Since 1923 “Old Pete,” as he was 
affectionately known throughout 
the north, had fallen on lean 
years, but his courage was still 
undaunted and his ready wit and 
keen willingness to aid new- 
comers in the district won him 
many warm friends. He proved a 
great friend to Indians and half- 
breeds and was of great assistance 
to the Metis Association in getting 
reserves for half-breeds and in 
getting recognition of their rights 
to trap-lines and hunting and 
fishing concessions, 

An accomplished linguist in the 
Cree language he was known as a 
“walking dictionary” amongst them 
for he could talk the language bet- 
ter than the average native and 
with his own knowledge of a chang- 
ing world was able to coin many 
new words in Cree by which to 
name the increasing number of new 
inventions which came into the 
country and which were unknown 
half a century before, 


EARLY TRAVEL 

His file with the Peace River 
Pioneer and Old Timers’ Associatiog 
shows that from 1907 until late in 
1911 his travels throughout the then 
unopened Peace River country by 
wagon, steamboat, horseback and 
on foot and by dog-train made him | 
the most experienced man in that} 
territory, much of which he 
of the surveyors. 
On occasion he swam his horses} 
across the Peace River crossing}
